and 


Tilton, because 
a great gult separates 


them, aud in ruining Beecher Til- 
ton 
has overwbelmed 
himself. 
At 


this late day a unanimous verdict will 
not restore Beecher 
to his former 


high position. 
Conspiracies of Moul- 


ton and Tilton may 
be discovered, 


but still it will not elevate 
Beechek 


to his almost venerated position. 
The 


trial has developed so much of Christi- 
anity of man and 
so little of tbe re- 


ligious truth, that we fear Beecher's 
day of usefulness 
is over.

was 


ou trial, and the world was anxious to 
see if the eloquent preacher, 
the facile 


writer, the poetic thinker, had s -uared 
his conduct by the Christian religion, 
and 
we are 
afraid, despite 
a unani- 


mous verdict in his favor, the verdict 
of the world and 
the church will be 


against him. The world demands that 
the preacher 
of the Gospel shall be 


an exemplar of its purity and perfec- 
tion, as far as humanity will permit. 
Id this Beecher 
has failed.

result of all such work is the degrada- 
tion of religion ami the briuging it 
into disrepute. 
The jeers and scoff's,

occasions, 
will 
over- 


balance 
all 
th 6 good 
resulting 


from what the fanatic can say. 
We 


love the Bible and 
we love religion, 


and we deprecate anything which may 
bring them into disrepute.
